This was defined by Bouchard 
to be a written statement prepared 
by a library consultant describing 
the purpose, scope and function of 
@ proposed library building. 
should state the specific needs of

addition it should define the aesthe- 
tle character of the building, and 
chart generally the type and nature 
of furnishings and equipment. 

Bouchard recommended that a 
joint board be set up from members 
of the two boards for the selection 
of a consultant for the preparation 
of the Program statement, 

Named to the committee from 
the Permanent Building Committee 
were Chairman Robert Michelson 
and William R Harrison, and from 
the Library Board of Trustees, 
Chairman Ralph Kelman, Mrs, 
Lrz Neilson and Dr. Erenst Wal~ 
lent, 

The subcommittee is to begin 
work on Phase I of the construc- 
tion plans immediately, and re- 
port back to a- joint meeting of 
the two boards which is scheduled 
for April 13th, 


Later Plans 

Phase II of the program, the 
selection and appointment of an 
architect for the preparation of 
preliminary plants and specifi~ 
cations should occur about Sept. 
30th., according to the plans out- 
lined by the Town Manager. It 
would be followed by the presenta- 
tion of plans to a Special Town 
Meeting in October or November 
1965, with a request for funds to 
undertake thé project. The date 
of the Town ‘will “depend 
on the availability of Federal Con- 
struction Grants. 

Bouchard hopes to start construc~ 
tion of the new library in April 
1966, 


‘Gas Hearing next Tuesday

The North Intermediate School and the West 
Intermediate School are basically the same size, 
There may be a little more space being used in the 
new building - but that should not amount to $357,500 

The North School cost $1,107,500. The cost, as 
it now appears, for the West School, will be $1,465,000 
Both figures are construction costs, and the diffe- 
rence is $357,500. 

._ The town owns the plans for the North School, 
In spite of this there had to be new plans for the 
West School. These cost about $85,000 in the costs 
of that school - but is still no answer as to why the 
school costs so much, 

The time has come for a real good look at 
that proposed building - before the contractsare let, 

Have the educational specifications been changed 
by the School Department - and if so, how much? 

Has the cost of construction of schools increased 
by one third - in three short years?

Sub Division regulations need 
constant updating, the board was 
told, Snow also stressed the need 
of an accurate map, and said that 
Wilmington does not have one, It 
should have one, a correct base 
map, and zoning map.

Board of Appeals 


Decisions 


‘The first two cases heard by the 
Board of Appeals in 1965 have been 
decided, and both with decisions 
against the appellants, The board 
handed down the decisions Tuesday 
but with a date line of March 16th, 

The Hillcrest Realty Inc, of 34 
Joseph Way Reading was denied the 
request for a variance on four lots 
on Federal Street. 

The request was under Section 


. V-5 of the By Laws, with lots of 


sufficient frontage and area but 
insufficient depth, 

William P Angelini appeared be- 
fore the board on Feb. 9th and told 
the board that because of a curve 
in the road the appellants were un- 
able to meet the requirements of 
V-5. He submitted a plan dated 
Oct 9, 1965, showing the four lots 
and on the north side a projected 
street, with a 50 foot width, There 
were other details to the plan, 

In deciding against the appellant 
the board stated that any hardship 
that may exist was created by the 
appellant, and further noted that 
the land is low, and that the var- 
fance would create a water pro- 
blem, The variance, the board 
said, would be in contradiction to 
the intent and the purpose of the 
Zoning By Law. 

The second case, also heard on 
Feb 9th. was for Louis Carbone, 
71 Lowell Street, His lot is 110 
feet wide, and has an area of 
40,282 square feet.

A STATEMENT IN THE PUBLIC INTEREST 


BOILER FLUE EXPLODES 
AT CRANSTON SCHOOL 


An explosion shattered three 
windows and split a boiler room 
door in Cranston’s Thornton El- 
ementary School Saturday night 
or early yesterday, but no one 
was injured. 

The explosion apparently occur- 
red in a pipe which conveys waste 
vapors from a gas-burning boil- 
er to the chimney, 

Damage was confined to the boil- 
er room, according to C, Herbert 
Taylor, superintendent of Cranston 
Schools. The boiler room is on 
the same level as the classrooms 
in the modern one-story building, 

Mr. Taylor said the Thornton 
School will be closed today and 
tomorrow to allow experts from the 
Providence Gas Co, to investigate 
the cause of the explosion, . 

The blast hurled glass frag- 
ments 50 feet onto an asphalt area 
in the rear of the school that child~ 
ren sometimes play on during 
recess hours, Charles Siegl, sup~ 
erintendent of custodians for Cran- 
ston Schools said, 

‘The fact that it happened when 
none of the kids were around to 
get hurt is a real blessing,’ Mr, 
Slegi said. 

Mr. Siegl, who arrived at the 
school at 10:45 am yesterday, 30 
minutes after the explosion had 
been discovered and reported to 
Police by a janitor, said that a 


stack pipe connecting the boiler 
with the chimney had apparently 
filled with gas and exploded, 

He explained that the stack pipe, 
acting like an automobile’s ex- 
haust pipe, is supposed tocarry 
waste fumes from the boiler to 
the chimney to be expelled. 

‘The amazing thing 1s that both 
pilot lights in the boiler were 
still burning. You would figure 
that any raw gases flowing over 
them would naturally ignite,’ Mr. 
Sieg] said. 

‘Somehow,’ he continued, ‘raw 
gases got by the pilot light with- 
out being ignited, collected in-the 
stack and exploded, How that 
happened is a question the gas ex- 
perts will have to answer,’ 

Mr. Stiegl said that the boiler, 
newly installed when the school 
was opened in the fall of 1962, 
was not damaged, 

He said that the damage was 
discovered at 10:15 yesterday 
morning by Fred Delfino, the 
school custodian, Mr. Sieg] said 
that Mr, Delfino, upon seeing the 
glass fragments inthe yard, 
thought that intruders had broken 
into the school and reported the 
incident to police as breaking and 
entering,
